Introduction 


The Chinese language has for too long been perceived as being beyond the grasp of the foreign 
learner. This misconception has been caused, unfortunately, for the most part by an improper 
teaching approach. 

For several decades the spoken and written form of Chinese have been taught simultaneously to 
beginners. There is nothing wrong with this approach in teaching Western languages like French or 
English that employ a phonetic system or alphabet as an aid to learning pronunciation, but it is cer¬ 
tainly not the best method for teaching the Chinese spoken language and Chinese characters. The 
reasons for this are threefold: 


1. Chinese characters cannot be read phonetically. Chinese characters developed from pic- 
tographs into ideographs. This means that there is no direct relationship between the form and struc¬ 
ture of Chinese characters and their pronunciation. So the hotchpotch teaching of both the spoken 
language and Chinese characters at the beginning stage will not help foreign learners master pronun¬ 
ciation, and the characters will, if anything, only be a stumbling block to their acquisition of oral 
fluency. 

2. Each Chinese character is made up of components that follow a specific stroke order and rules 

# 

of formation. So it is logical that the simple component be taught first, progressing to the more com¬ 
plicated component and whole characters. But in the approach of teaching speaking and writing si¬ 
multaneously, whatever is learnt in the spoken language will be followed by a corresponding written 
character. Obviously, in this approach the characters are not chosen systematically according to their 
structural compositions, and so the rules that govern the writing of Chinese characters are not re¬ 
flected, making the teaching and learning of characters only more chaotic and difficult. 

3. Chinese characters should form the basis of courses in reading texts. Single syllable characters 
can be combined to make various disyllabic or multi-syllabic words. There are unlimited combinations 
that can be made by adding characters to change or expand meanings. If you know how to pronounce 
some characters, it follows that you will be able to read the word they form. Knowing the meaning of 
certain characters will help you understand the meaning of the word they make. As you learn more 
characters, your ability to recognize more words increases. Learning words thus becomes easier. 
Since character recognition determines word recognition, the main objective in teaching Chinese 
characters should be to raise the learner ’ s level of character recognition. 

However, this is not possible with the writing following speaking” approach. When teaching 
colloquial Chinese we naturally use words instead of characters as the basis of teaching because the 
word is the smallest unit in making a sentence. When teaching the word 4^ H for example, we will 
invariably explain its meaning with the English China”, but the two characters that make up the word 
4 1 middle” and IH kingdom” are not explained. Traditional Chinese language teaching has always 
used character recognition” as the criterion in judging a learner’s ability to read texts. The ^writing 
following speaking” approach simply disregards the necessity of teaching the characters on their own 
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and does not give the characters the place they deserve, thus greatly reducing the efficiency of 
teaching Chinese reading. 

Our new approach may be summarized as follows: 

• In the initial stages of learning, “spoken Chinese” and “character recognition and writing” 
should be taught separately. 

• Teaching materials for oral class use mainly a system of romanization called Hanyu pinyin. 
The students are not required to deal with the characters. There are obvious reasons for this. Learning 
to speak Chinese becomes a lot easier using a phonetic system of romanization. 

• When teaching spoken Chinese we start to introduce systematically the form of Chinese 
characters: the strokes, radicals (radicals are the basic components of Chinese characters), and the 
structural components. These “stumbling blocks” become much more friendly in this way, and the 
students are given a key to the secret of Chinese characters which will help them greatly in their later 
reading stage. 

• Then proceed to the reading stage by learning to read characters. Only when the learner is 
able to speak and has learned the form and structure of characters can we begin to teach him how to 
read. Texts should be specially designed, focusing on character recognition and word formations, with 
the aim of quickly enlarging vocabulary and acquiring reading ability. 

• In the reading stage character learning should be combined with continuous spoken language 
training and reading aptitude training. The texts should be put in the form of dialogues and narrative 
prose pieces written with the characters learned in each lesson, so they are very short, and easy to 
read and remember. The exercises should include comprehensive forms of listening, speaking, reading 
and writing that are closely linked and complementary to each other.

Uses 750 commonly used Chinese characters and 1300 words formed from them to make 25 short 
sentences, 25 conversational dialogues and four narrative prose pieces.

The aim of this comprehensive course is to quickly enlarge students’ vocabulary. It is designed 
for students who have learned pinyin and the basic structural components of characters, preferably 
having completed Intensive Spoken Chinese and The Most Common Chinese Radicals. This textbook 
consists of five parts: character learning, word formation, oral training, character writing and 
reading. 

1. Character learning 

The texts start with concentrated character learning: The student is expected to learn 30 new 
characters in each lesson, for a command of 750 characters after finishing the 25 lessons of this book. 
The character learning part has been designed in accordance with the following five principles: 

*i % 

• Combining the characters into a sentence 

As it is rather difficult to remember 30 isolated characters, in each lesson they are combined into 
one sentence which forms the major text. By memorizing just one sentence, the student thus learns all 
the new characters in the lesson. 

• Short sentences, containing as many new characters as possible. 

As the Chinese characters are hard tc read and pronounce and one can remember the sound only 
after repeated reading, short sentences help to make this task easier. The texts are designed by using 
as few old” characters as possible, keeping the repetition of characters to a minimum, so that the 
students can read and recite the texts repeatedly in the shortest possible time. 

• The sentences are closely related to daily life. 

It has been shown that after a character or a word has been spoken in an oral class, it is easier 
for one to perceive and pronounce at this stage. If the content of the sentence is similar to that of 
everyday speech, it will be even easier to remember the sound of it. 

• The pronunciation and meaning of both the characters and the words they form should be 
introduced at the same time. 

• Only commonly used characters are chosen. 

All of the characters chosen here are the ones most frequently used in forming common words and 
phrases. 

2. Word formation 

After introducing the 30 new characters, each text proceeds to provide 30 commonly used words 
formed by them on the left side of the second page in each lesson. 

3. Oral training 

This section can be found on the right side of the second page in each lesson. The oral texts are 
closely related to daily communication and are compiled by incorporating newly learned characters. 
This part is prepared for reading aloud, and can also be employed for conversation practice.^ 


4. Character writing 

Since the student has acquired the basic knowledge of how to write characters in the radicals and 
components course in the first stage, in this book the new characters are clearly shown at the bottom 
of the second page in each lesson, enlarged, for students to copy and practice. 

5. Reading 

Starting at Lesson 10, there is an atricle after a few lessons. This is for the student to review the 
characters already learned and also provide a transition from character learning to reading, which is 
the ultimate aim of character learning. 

To make study more convenient, the 30 newly introduced characters, the single-sentence text, 
the word formation and oral training parts in each lesson are all accompanied by aural cassettes. Also 
provided in the book are the unsimplified character versions and the English translations of the sin¬ 
gle-sentence texts, as well as the grammatical notes in both Chinese and English. They can be used at 
the teacher’s or the student’s discretion.

Writer treasured for love

NINETY-NINE years ago. a 
beautiful triplet lotua flower on 
■ stalk blossomed in the garden 
of a high ranking naval family in 
Fuzhou in East China's Fijian 
Province. 

The grandfather said it was an 
auspicious sign. 

In the same year, a girl was 
lorn into this family. Naturally, 
the became a cause of concern 
for every family member. 
Likening herself to a delicate 
lotua flower" under the protec¬ 
tion of her mother — an extend¬ 
ed "lotua leaf,* aa the wrote 19 
yeara later in a preface to her 
proee collection, Xie Wanying, 
known to readers ae Bing Xin, 
took up the pen ae her career. 
She flrat sought to console and 
cheer up young readers, but, in 
her last 19 yean, to fight aa a 
brave soldier. 

When ahe left the world for her 
long-cherished lotus land on 
8unday at the age of 99. she was 
mourned as a beloved writerand 
prominent children's novelist. 
Her books have been widely used 
In primary schools for genera¬ 
tions. They include "For Small 
Readers," "Little Tangerine 
Lamp* and "Ode to a Cherry 
Blossom" 


"Walking on the long road of 
life, with love on the right and 
sympathy on the left, is just like 
blossoming and seeding. Trav¬ 
ellers on auch a scented journey 
will neither feel pain when step¬ 
ping on brambles nor taste grief 
when shedding tears." 

The previous words were writ¬ 
ten when Bing Xin was asked to 
write an inscription for an exhi¬ 
bition of her collection of paint¬ 
ings and calligraphy in 1994. 

Love and sympathy 

“It is her motto ofliterary cre¬ 
ation and exemplifies her phi¬ 
losophy of life," said Zhuo Ru, 
the authorof a biography of Bing 
Xin. 

Readers of different ages are 
easily moved by the strong sense 
of tenderheartedness, love and 
sympathy in Bing Xin's novels, 
prose and poems. 

No one can tell how many chil¬ 
dren, children s children or even 
children’s children’s children 
have read her "For Small Read¬ 
ers" or "For Small Readers 
Again" without being deeply 
touched by her earnest teach¬ 
ings and sincere consolation. 

In her explanation, Bing Xin 
said the two works have differ¬ 
ent styles both in content and 
form. 


She finished the firstone, which 
is considered an introductory 
work of Chinese children's liter¬ 
ature. at the time of parting from 
her home and motherland. The 
reportage describes her under¬ 
standing of the early period in 
her life, her longing for exotic 
lands and her tenderness and 
sympathy for her family and 
nation. 

Tha latter, which ahe finished 
30 years later, reflects her deep 
love of family, nature and na¬ 
tion. 

"During that period, in the 
1950* and 60s, when exaggera¬ 
tion, political slogan* and class 
struggle filled the literature, 
Bing Xin continuad to writ* in 
har aimpie and truthful atyle, 
demonstrating to readers a moat 
common, but treasured human 
sympathy. She brought to chil¬ 
dren the truth of nature,” said 
Wang Binggen, secretary of the 
Bing Xin Research Institute. 

Widely distributed in China 
and abroad, Bing Xin's works 
have drawn readers alt over the 
world. 

Today, the China Modern Lit¬ 
erature Archive* (CMLA) pos¬ 
sesses thousands of latter* from 
her readers, who, children and 


parents alike, talked about their 
goala. their studies and their 
educations while asking Bing 
Xin for advice. 

“Her broad sense of love and 
sympathy for the family and 
nature, and love for the mother¬ 
land has Influenced generations 
of Chinese children,’ Zhou Ming, 
the vice-curator of CMLA, said 
in an article concerning the pow¬ 
er of Bing Xin's two works. 

Creative ideas 

As an outstanding writer in the 
history of modem Chinese Lit¬ 
erature, Bing Xin maintained 
her pure and simple style 
throughout her life. 

Unlike other writer* of the same 
generation, such aa Lu Xun, Ba 
Jin, Shen Congwan, and Ding 
Ling, who all smashed the 
bonds of feudal families and 
devoted themselves to fighting 
with blood and tears, Bing Xin 
did not have too much hard-life 
experience. 

Bom Into a wealthy family, 
Bing Xin received a traditional 
education and enjoyed a warm 
family life 

Bing Xin showed early promise 
a* a writer when ahe waa only a 
child, and her creative ideas first 
cams from her family, Bing Xin 


wrote in the preface to her 'Ode 
to a Cherry Blossom.* 

"Mom is good at drawing ma¬ 
terials from each detail in life,* 
aaid Wu Qing, Bing Xin’s daugh¬ 
ter, an English professor at the 
Beijing Foreign Studies Univer¬ 
sity. "It may be a gift the re¬ 
ceived or may b* just a awry she 
heard.* 

Although some critic* attacked 
the limited themes and weak 
impulsive force of her works, 
more writer* and researcher* 
say Bing Xin captured those 
cruxes as well aa tha details. 

Above ail, she preserved her 
own individual expression and 
atyle. 

From under her pen, a white 
cat ends up being "Appreciating 
Flowers versus Teasing Cat;’ a 
hike develop* into "The Cultiva¬ 
tion of Children'* Characters." 

"Mom always paid close atten¬ 
tion to the development of soci¬ 
ety,* aaid Wu Qing, *but the form 
of expreseion ahe chose waa al¬ 
ways different from other*. She 
preferred to choose themes 
which wtre familiar to ordinary 
people. That is absolutely not a 
narrow sense of a woman'* feel¬ 
ing, but the most simpte, unique 
and eternal theme In human 
life." 



Life begins at 80 

Bing Xin's flrat half of life, just 
like her works in that period, is 
like a delicate rose, fragrant and 
mild. 

She was the first girl to attend 
school, middle school and a uni¬ 
versity in har family. 

After graduating from Vary ing 
University in Beijing, she stud¬ 
ied at Wellesley College in 
Massachusetts, United States, 
following in the steps of Madam 
Soong Ching-ling and her two 
aiater*. She returned to China 
in 1928 after earning a master's 
degree in literature, but left 
again for Japan, where site lec¬ 
tured et Tokyo University from 
1946-51. 

She camo back to settle in 
Bejjing and continued her writ¬ 
ing. mainly for children, but h.id 
to stop during the “cultural rev¬ 
olution (1966-76),* when almost 
evetyonepicked ups pen to write 
or criticize and condemn others 
or themselves. 

She restarted her writing eu-

rear formally in 1960 with the 
prose "My Hometown." Readers 
were surprised to find that Bing 
Xin's style had become more 
incisive She was a new writer, 
no longer the old Bing Xin. 

"That la juat tha qualification* 
a great writer should possess,’ 
said Shu Yi, a noted Chinese 
literary critic. 

In her remaining year*, Bing 
Xin wielded her pointed pen to 
expose or expound upon crucial 
social problem y including reform 
in rural areas, the education of 
women and youth and tha treat¬ 
ment given intellectuals. 

Her language was no longer 
delicate; it was direct and 
straightforward. 

Many incisive chapters are still 
vivid in the readers' memories. 
She pointed out in a 1967 essay 
that being a teacher i* a job that 
contributes much, but get* little 
pay in today's society. 

She sharply criticized those 
whoignore theeducetion of farm¬ 
ers. "It is needless to discuss 
their future; they canr.ot even 
possess th« present.* 


"Mom once joked that her life 
begen et 50," said Wu Qing. "She 
was resolved to fight al a sol¬ 
dier." 

Wu Qing also devotes herself 
to education in rural areas un¬ 
der her mother s Influence. 

Shu Yi said that is her lovely 
point, a stubborn old woman's 
loveliness. 

"She is es hard as rork, and 
insists on the trutn without any 
shaking,* he said. 

She was imbued with a sense 
of justice and a spirit of fearless¬ 
ness; she dared to face reality. 
The noted writer Bs Jin said; 
“She was like a lamp on my road. 
With her light, I feel powerfiil 
and not lonely." 

Bing Xin'* accomplishment* 
and personality have set a role 
model for the young generation. 
Wu Qing recalled- "I once asked 
mom why restart in her 60s. Her 
answer impressed me deeply: 
"Forget whatever should be for¬ 
gotten so that you ran remem¬ 
ber what should he remem¬ 
bered.’
